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Overture of an Act concerning Students 
in Divinity, and the licenſing of 
Probationers. 


Edinburgh, May 20th, I 767. 
HERE was tranſmitred to the General Aſſembly from 


their Committee for Overt ures, an Overture concern- 
ing Students in Divinity, and the licenfing of Probationers, 
prepared by a Committee appointed for that 'Purpoſe by the 
laſt General Aſſembly ; together wirh another Overture re 
ſpecting Students, propoſed by the Committee for Overtures 
to be added to this: Which Overture prepared by the Com- 
mittee of laſt Aſſembly, including the ſaid additional Over- 
ture, which comes in as Article 4th, the General Aſſembly 
do hereby tranſmit to the ſeveral Presbyteries of this Church, 
to be conſidered by them, that they may ſend up their Opi- 
nions thereupon to the next General Allembiy. The ſame 
Is as follows: 
The General Aſſembly, conſidering the dangerous Conſe- 
quences to Religion of licenſing any to preach the Goſ- 
pel who are not duly qualified, and whereas former Acts 
relative hereto are ſcattered, and at great Diſtances from each 
other, by which Means they cannot eaſily come ſo diſtinctly 
under View, as if they were digeſted into one general Act, 
comprehending the Subſtance of them, together with ſuch 
Alterations and Additions, as in the preſent State of things 
in this Church, relative to Students in Divinity, their Ad- 
miſſion to Probationary Trials, and licenſing them to preach, 
are become either neceſſary or highly expedient. 
For theſe and other weighty Reaſons, the General Aſſem- 
bly renews the former Acts relative thereto, in Form and 
Manner following. 
Article I. None ſhall be admitted to paſs Trials in Order 
to their being licenſed to preach the Goſpel, excepting ſuch
